Superintendent of the Methodist Church. 

The sheriff says he. will take the re- 
maining four men from this city, but has 
mot yet decided whom he will select. 

Those chosen thus far are men of the 
highest character and have long stood 
Yn the front rank in public affairs in Cole 
County. 

Col, Phelps told the Post-Dispatch cor- 
respondent today that he did not fear & 
grandjury inquiry into his acts. 

“If IT am called upon to testify,’ ‘sald 
the colonel, ‘I intend to tell all I know.”

Death came from the admin'stration of 
morphine. A partly empty bottle of mor- 
phine tablets was found beside the stable 
manger, where the two men lay, and with 
it was a hypodermic syringe that had 
een recently used. 

On Dr. McKee’'s limbs, below the knees, 
were a dozen marks indicating as many 
injections of the death-dealing drug. To 
make sure that they would not escape 
the death they coveted, the brothers had 
dissolved some of the tablets in water and 
drank the liquid, and then they had chewed 
the tablets, leaving no possibility fer fail- 
ure. ; ° 

All doubt as to the intention of Charles 
McKee, who, so far as known, @d not 
figure in the charges, to seek déath, were 
dispelled when it was found that he had 
been chewing the tablets when the fatal 
slcep cameé Of him. 

Dr. McKee’s home was on Second street. 
near Purcell, in Edwardaville, and he is 
survived by a wife and child. He was 
quite prominent in local affirs. His 
mother and sister are also well known in 
Edwardsville.

AGAIN DISCUSSED

Physician Ran From Station 
to Hospital With Gasp- 
ing Child. 


MINUTE’S DELAY WOULD 
HAVE COST HER LIFE

Incision Admitting Breath Was Made 
Just as Nine-Year-Old Sufferer 
From Croup Had Apparently 
Ceased Respiration. 


With his daughter gasping in his arms, 
Dr. O. N. Schudde of Iberia, Mo., accom- 
panied by Dr. Harrison of Dixon, Mo., ran 
at the top of his speed from Union Station 
to the City Hospital, arriving there just 
in time to save the child's life by perform- 
ing tracheotomy, which relieved her from 
membranous croup. 

At Union Station the father and the 
physician who accompanied him agreed 
that the little girl; who is 9 years old, could 
not live five minutes longer. Their reason 
and trained medical knowledge told them 


nothing could avail, but a father's affec- 
tion prompted the desperate race to save 
the child's life. 

They dashed out of Union Station and did 
not walt to call a carriage, for they knew 
the location of the City Hospital and be- 
lieved they could reach it sooner on foot.

Wisdom of Methodist Rule Against 
the Diversion Is De- 
bated. 


Methodist ministers have revived the dis- 
cussion of the question whether dancing 
should be prohibited by the church. 

Rev. Dr. F. W. Luce,-{n commenting at 
the weekly ministers’ meeting upon a paper 
read by Rev. C. Harmon of Granite City, 
Ill., said dancing was questionable. Later 
he said that he meant it was questionable 
merely because some persons had not made 
up their minds about the amusement.

Rev. Dr. N. Luccock asked if any of the 
ministers were willing to say that anyone 
who dances will be enternally lost. No one 
answered. He then asked if amyone would 
affirm it was right to dance, and received 
no response. From this he concluded that 
the spirituality of the church should prove 
the test. 

Bishop Fitzgerald concluded the debate 
by saying that the laws against vice or dis- 
honesty were not always enforced nor 
obeved, yet they did a great deal of good. 
He thought the same thing was true of the 
church's rule against dancing.

astonish many thousands the world over 
who speak, complacent in their own sloth- 
ful strength, of ‘the increasing feebieness 
of the Pope.”” Indeed, the holy father is 
at work Jong before most of those about 
him are out of bed. 

He sleeps in a very plain apartment, a 
long and narrow room divided by a curtain, 
on the one side of which is nothing but 4 
bed and a praying-desk and on the other a 
very ordinary suit of furniture, with the 
desk at which his holiness writes. Commu- 
nicating with the bedroom is a smal! ora- 
tory in which Leo XIII says mass in the 
presence of a few attendants each morn- 
ing, except upon Sundays and feast days. 
Then a private chapel which adjoins the 
throne-room is used. 

Until the service is over Leo XIII does 
not break his fast, and then his breakfast 


refreshment is taken, gererally iri the 
form of soup, and audiences are given to 
prelates of the chureh and distinguished 
per @ ages of foreign and the home coun- 
try who may be in Rome. 

A certain amount of exercise is taken by 
Leo XIII each morning, the place roomy othe 
depending upon the weather.

WASHINGTON, March 17.—There will be 
nothing done with the request for the resig- 
nation of Attorney-General Tyner until 
Postmaster-General Payne returns from his 
trip to the West Indies. 

The peculiar construction of the law un- 
der which Tyner was appointed had some- 
thing to do with this. He bears his com- 
mission directly from the postmaster-gen- 
eral. 

The President has nothing to do with it. 

It is one of the very few responsible po- 
sitions in the government where appoint- 
ments are so made. Tyner was a member 
of Congress, and assisted in drafting this 
law long before there was any thought of 
his having the place. 

Before Postmaster-General Payne de- 
parted he gave orders that there was to be 
no interference in Tyner’s office until he 
returned. 

The President understood this, and, tn his 
note of reference to the postoffice depart- 
ment of other papers, he merely called at- 
tention to the fact that the letter had been 
written, and should be acted upon, but he 
gace no Instructions. 

Assistant Attorney-General Tyner 
would he resign, until there had been a 
full and complete investigation. 

Hie said that he had not received 
intimation that he should resign, and, if 
he had already done so, would have with- 
drawn any answer until any investigation 
under way might be concluded, 

Mr. Tyner. says that the investigations 
begun by the department cannot be stop- 
ped now. It mugst go on and reach a con- 
clusion. 

He told a friend that he intended to re- 
sign soon anyway, he was too old for 
the work, but that this matter prevented 
his taking such action and would Keep 
him in office until a conclusion was 
reached.

Gen. Tyner went to bed this morning and 
will remain there some time. 

His family physician said that the shock 
of the last few days had been a serious 
matter for him, and that his 77 years bore 
heavily upon him at this time. His friends 
fear that he will never recover from the 
shock and fear that his position will be 
vacated by death and not resignation. 

From a departmental and, apparently, re- 
liable source, the correspondent of the 
Post-Dispatch has been able to get this 
version of processes in the two famous 
cases—Arnold & Co. and Ryan: 

“The Ryan case was brought to the at- 
tentidn of the department last fall. The 
investigation was made by Inspectors Ful- 
ler and Sullivan of the St. Louis division. 

“When Ryan heard he was under in- 
vestigation he hired a St. Louis lawyer 
and said he would make a showing satis- 
factory to the department. 

The reports came from Fuller and Sul- 
livan, through Chief Inspector Dice, from 
St. Louls to the chief inspector in Wash- 
ington. He passed them on to the fourth 
assistant postmaster-general, Mr. Bristow, 
who, in turn, gave them to the assistant 
attorney-general, James N. Tyner. 

“This case was handled by Mr. Tyner’s 
assistant, George C. Christiancy. 

‘In the meantime, Ryan had engaged a 
lawyer from Cincinnati. He formerly lived 
there and sought legal advice from an old 
acquaintance. This point is important. 

“This lawyer has never before or since 
appeared in cases before this department. 

“His name is not remembered now. 


Ryan Apepars With 

Cincinnati Lawyer. 

“About the time the Iinspector’s report 
was being given attention by the assistant 
attorney-general, Ryan appeared with his 
Cincinnati lawyer. 

“The 8t. Louls ingpectors had been told 
that Ryan must make a certain kind of 
showing. This showing was intended to 
reveal that the investors had their princ- 
pal in a safe place. Ryan showed his 
bank books for the days specified by the 
inspectors, and pulled $68,500 in cash out 
of a valise as part of his showing. 

“When he afterwards appeared before 
the department, he made a satisfactory 
‘showing, including his methods of paying 
and keeping track of the investors. 

“He was written a letter by the depart- 
ment in which he was told that, if he 
made certain changes in his advertise. 
ments, in his accounting, in his certificates, 
in his promises, the case would be closed. 
Hiis Cincinnati attorney was present. 
Ryan said the changes would be made. 
It is alsserted, by the department, that 
they were made. 

“This letter, which was issued b 
department at this time, is in marked con- 
trast to the one which appe later. 
lt was not a certificate of good character, 
but of instructions. It was a regulation 
departmental letter. 

“This cloped the Ryan case so far as 
the investigation has yet disclosed. 


Arnold Case Was 

Conducted Differently. 

“The Arnold case was handled very dif- 
ferently, although it took the same coursa 

“First there was the report of St. Louls 
inspection. It is understood that this in- 
spection was made by the same two in- 


spectors, although direct inquiries develop 
a bit of dodging here. It is also not quite 
certain but that one of these inspectors 
was detached from the regular inspection 
bureau and reported to the legal depart- 
ment direct. 

“This may make but little difference, or, 
in the end, may reveal that epecial ef- 
forts were made to keep the Arnold case 
out of the regular channels. 

“The inspection report showed that Ar- 
nold & Co. refused to make any statement 
for the concern. It refused to ge any 
inspection of lists of names of investors 
It refused to show bank balances or cash 
on hand. It refused to show its corre 
spondence with its customers. 

“When pressed for these, it is simply said 
that the department was asking for its pri- 
vate business. 

“In the regular course of reference, this 
report went to the desk of one of Tyner’s 
assistants. n this instance, D. V. Mil- 
ler of Terre Haute, Ind.. received the re- 
port. It had not remained long on his 
desk until it was called for by Gen. Txner, 
who ve it all the consideration it ever 
receive@l from that time on. This was the 
firet week in December. 

“Gen. Tyner was not in very good health 
then, but Was at the office part of the 
time He continued to go irregularly to 
the office until Dec. 11 or 12, when he prac- 
tically ceased directing the office business. 

“He has been down many times since, 
but haa never taken up the routine.

MILWAUKEE, Wis., March 17.—John 
Buerger, a well-known member of the 
Milwaukee Chamber of Commerce, has 
leased his thousand-acre farm at Lomira, 
Wis., to E. R. Neuenfeldt of Oshkosh, 
who will convert it into the greatest frog 
preserve in the Northwest. 

Mr. Neuenfeldt will use five picturesque 
lakes upon the farm for his frog raising 
project. The ponds, which were formerly 
the finest trout ponds in the state, will 
be cleaned out and devoted to the raising 
of frogs of all kinds and descriptions, 
from the small variety used to entice the 
gamey bass to the larger species whose 
hind legs are used by thousands in the 
spring and summer months in all the 
large hotels in the West, and by people 
who recognize frogs’ legs as a choice table 
delicacy. 

Mr. Nevenfeldt of Oshkosh has gained 
an enviable reputation all over the country 
as the J. Pierpont Morgan of the frog in- 
dustry, and this year he will proceed to 
raise frogs on a greater scale than ever 
before. Commencing tn a small way as 
purveyor of bait in his capacity of news 
agent on the Wisconsin Central Railroad, 
Mr. Neuenfeldt gradually increased his 
business until now <he supplies not only 
most of the bait used in Milwaukee, Chi- 
cago and other large cities in the West, 
but also nearly all the frogs legs to 
butcher shops, fish markets and to the 
large hotels, 

Mr. Neuenfeldt bei no means intends to 
confine himself to the frog industry, as 
he has planned to raise horned toads by 
wholesale.

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THE POSTOFFICE INVESTIGATION. 


Shortly after the exposure of the get-rich-quick concerns fn Bt. 
Louis, the Post-Dispatch published information concerning pée- 
cullar proceedings in thé postoffice department by which the 
literature of the ewindling concerns was madu over to ft the 
law end to secure the department’s approval. 

The Post-Dispatch published the letter written by Mr. Tyner, 
assistant attorney-general for the postoffice department, assur- 
ing Arnold & Co. that the case against the firm bad been closed. 
It aleo published charges that lerge sums of money had been 
expended by the concerns to prevent fraud orders. 

That publication is bearing fruit. Although no cherge of dis- 
honesty is made against Tyner, his resignation has ben re- 
quested. Charges that money was used freely in connection with 
the department's failure to take action against the companies 
are being investigated by the President’s order. Fourth Assist- 
ant Postmaster-General Bristow has charge of the investigation. 

The investigation should be thorough. The failure of the de- 
partment to act in the cases of get-rich-quick concerns and its 
practical indorsement of one of them is,a refiection on the ef- 
ficiency armi honesty of the department. If clever lawyers well 
provided with money’ can handle the department for swindling 
clients, the fact and the methods should be discovered and made 
public. The responsible officials should be held to strict ec- 


countablility.

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IS FAILURE THE WORD? 


Epeaking of the Cole County grandjury’s approaching investi- 
gation of the bribery charges in the state legislature, Prose- 
cuting Attorney Stone said to the Post-Dispatch correspondent: 
“I don’t think there is anything to this talk of boodle, It strikes 
me that it is only euspicion. Of course, I expect to do my duty, 
but sq far I have not seen any wonderful signs, and I don’t think 
there is any chance, as some say, of my becoming a second Joe 
Folk.”’ 

Mr. Stone must be taken at his own rating. If he doesn’t 
think that he will become a second Joe Folk, and hag no arn- 
bition in that direction he will never do the kind of work Mr. 
Folk has done. 

Beginning this investigation with the belief that it will accom- 
plish nothing and that there is nothing to accomplish, failure is 
written over the prosecuting attorney’s record at the start. His 
remarks show that he is not the man to catch the corruptlonists.

A SINGLE LEGISLATIVE BODY 


The Sunday Post-Dispatch article on municipal law making 
by Councilman W. R. Hodges presents the subject in clear terms. 

A paid Council of 18 and the abolition of the House of Dele- 
gates—these are, according to Capt. Hodges, the conditions pre- 
cedent to permanent good government, 

The abolition of the House of Delegates ig generally admit- 
ted to be expedient if not absolutely necessary. We may, now 
and then, by desperate effort, elect a decent House, but the ex- 
istence of a House of Delegates representing ward constituencies 
is @ perpetual menace to good government. As Capt. Hodges ob- 
serves, ‘‘cities are compact communities, and all legislation. ought 
to be for the good of the entire community, not of localities.” 

The abolition of the House, however, Gepends upon the election 
of a House which will vote its own dissolution by passing the 
provision for the necessary charter amendment. The question 
should be settled speedfly. If the decent portion of the com- 
munity, that is, 95 per cent of the population, will take hold of 
it with energy, a House of Delegates can be elected April 7 
which will take this step. Organization should be perfected at 
once amd candidates selected pledged to work for this object.

word gentleman has two wholly 
- distinct meanings: In the sense, in 
accordance with its derivation from 
the Latin gentilis, it means a man who 
has some dignity of birth, one who be- 
longs to a ‘‘gens’’ or clan. In this mean- 
ing a gentleman ig a person of rank be- 
tween the nobility and the commonality; 
as when we gay of a person, “He was 
born a gentleman.’ Every nobleman, of 
course, ranks @s a gentleman, but all gen- 
tlemen are not of noble birth. 

The other meaning of the word gentle- 
man is far more complex and difficult to 
define. In common parlance a gentleman 
is the opposite to what i$ generally called 
a ‘“‘cad.”"" In this sense the humbiest peas- 
ant may be a true gentleman, and the 
lordiiest of dukes an absolute cad. The 
poets, who are often our, wisest teachers; 
have repeatedly dwelt on this truth. I¢ 
is the thought which rung through Burns’ 
magnificent poem, “A Man's a Man for 
A’ That.”’ 

It is not difficult to potht out the chay- 
acteristics which distinguish a true gen- 
tleman, whatever may be his rank, from 
one who has no claim to (this appellation, 
however high may be his birth, says Dean 
Farrar in the Chicago Tribune. 

We remember the old English war cry 
of Wat Tyler—‘‘When Adam delved and 
Eve span, who was then the gentleman?” 
and the line of Dryden—“His tribe were 
God Almighty’s gentlemen,”’ 

Blustering self-assertion and insolent 
pride of rank at once show that a man is 
no gentleman. An anecdéte is told of a 
nobleman who once innocently pushed him-

with the remark, “I never make way 
for my inferiors.” “I alwdys do,"’ was the 
reply of the gentleman, made with a polite 
bow and a pleasant smile. 

Whenever a man in society is guilty of 
obtrusive self-assertion; whenever he tries 
to monopolize attention by thrusting him- 
self into the conversation of others: when- 
ever his talk is almost exclusively occu- 
pied with himself and his'own doings, he 
shows at once that, In the true sense of 
the word, he is not a gentleman. If, 
again, he shows no consideration for the 
feelings of others; if he ignores their sus- 
ceptibilities; if his conversation has no 
delicacy or reserve in it, he will at once 
be recognized by all pregent as lacking 
in the qualities of a gentleman. 

“A gentleman's first characteristic is 
fineness of nature,’’ says Mr. Ruskin.

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"The Former Gave Its First 
Production at the Oentury 
Theatre Last Evening. 


It was good to have been at the Century 
Theater last night when “Checkers,” a dra- 
Matization of Henry M. Blossom, Jr.'s, 
book written by the author, was given its 
first metropolitan stage production by 
Kirke La Shelle’s company of players. It 
was like a great big family party, every 
member of which seemed to have a person- 
al interest in making the play go. 

No more representative audience of St 

theater-goers ever assembled at the 
Century, and the enthusiasm at times was 
unbounded. This enthusiasm reached its 
climax at the close of the third act when 
the calls for the author became so vocifer- 
ous that it brought Mr. Blossom before the 
footlights, where he made a neat little 
apeech of thanks. He was followed by Mr. 
la Shellie, who emphasized the thanks, and 
finally by Checkers, in the person of Thom- 
as W. Ross, who thanked the audience in 
behalf of himself and all the members of 
the company. 

It Was such an occasion of good feeling 
as any one possessed of the smallest spark 
of human kindness must have enjoyed. 

In Buch an atmosphere, however, it was 
most difficult to have passed in a critical | 
way upon thé merits and demerits of the 
new play. With such an abundance of 
pleasure and good feeling displayed, the im- 
pression of satisfaction was uppermost. The 
short-comings of the play were overlooked 
in the general opinion that drama furnished 
Several score of laughs and a eufficiency 
of good entertainment. 

The atmosphere of the play—and there is 
plenty of it—is redolent of the racetrack. 
Tt is noticeable In the make-up, actions and 
speech of the leading characters. There 
may have been—there undonbtedly were 
many in the boxes and parquet to whom 
some of the epeeches and expressions were 
all Greek; but not to the gallery. The up- 
to-date slang hit the mark up there every 
time, and I predict that no matter where 
the play may hereafter be seen, the gal- 
lery will always insure it an enthusiastic 
welcome.
